DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment received on 09/04/2009 has been considered. It is noted that claim 29 
has been amended. Claims 32-36 have been cancelled without prejudice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,15, and 37-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,15, and 37- 
40 distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically claims a method of 
conducting a wagering game on a gaming machine comprising adding a second plurality of 
symbols between and within at least some of a first plurality of symbols in a first array of 
symbols to form a second array, where the second array includes second plurality of symbols as 
well as the first plurality of symbols from the first array without replacing any of the first 
plurality of symbols. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
